A salary of $6500 a year is pro- 
vided for the head of the divi- 
sion, Director Ralph W. Ham- 
mond. An appropriatior of $250,- 
000 for operation during the 1951- 
53 biennium was provided ir ap- 
propriation measures enacted last 
month. 

In addition to this, an emer- 
gency civilian defense fund of 
$1,000,000 for use “in case of an 
atomic attack’ or any major at- 
tack by a foreign power” was pro- 
vided by the legislators for use 
by the Governor. | 

In event of an actual enemy at- 
tack in Missouri, the Governor is 
authorized by the law to seize or 
réquisition, for the public pro- 
tection, communication facilities 
and all forms of transportation in 
the state, except railroads, which 
would be under federal control. 

Stocks of supplies and build- 
ings necessary for the feeding, 
housing and hospitalization of 
residents in a disaster area could 
be seized by him, and mobile de- 
fense units throughout the state 
would be at his direction. 

Under the law, Missouri may 
make reciprocal pacts with bor- 
dering states to provide mutual 
aid in event of an enemy attack.

BACK-IN ANGLE 
PARKING AT COUNTY 
COURTHOUSE TO GO 


Motorists will be prohibited 
from backing into angle-parking 
spaces equipped with parking 
meters around and near the St. 
Louis County Courthouse, under 
an ordinance adopted by the 
Clayton Board of Aldermen last 
night. The ordinance also set up 
a fee schedule for the 600 meters 
that will be installed beginning 
next Monday. 

At present, most motorists back 
their machines into spaces where 
angle-parking is permitted.

| The officer in charge at the 
| Communist outpost, apparently a 
political kommissar of some sort, 
kept telling the photoczraphers: 
“All we want is peace for China 
and the world.” 
In the conference city itself, 


five North Korean cameramen 
who also were permitted to move 
freely around the truce compound. 

The photographers — Commu- 
nist and U.N. alike—were per- 
mitted to take any photographs 
they wished in the compound. 

The U.N. photographers told 
about their experiences in pooled 
dispatches circulated to more 
than 100 other Allied newspaper 
men. covering negotiations from 
this advanced base. 

They said that while they were 
held up outside Kaesong, one of 
the tense Chinese soldiers said, 
“We hope this peace talk will be 
successful.” 

The photographers reported 
that “shabbily clad Chinese sol- 


|diers’”’ guarded every turn of the 


road leading from the post where 
they were halted to Kaesong. 

They said the Chinese soldiers 
‘were willing to be photographed 
but refused to pose. With the 
‘exception of one North Korean 
driver, the Red troops refused all 
offers of cigarettes and candy, 
they said. 

Communist negotiators agreed 


jearlier today to allow the five 


photographers to enter Kaesong 
but had barred the entry of any 
newspaper correspondents. The 
announcement from Tokyo indi- 
cated the U.N. negotiators at the 
conference had persuaded the 
Chinese to alter their stand. 

The U.N.. press corps, repre- 
senting 13 nations, has been 
clamoring since the cease-fire 
talks began for adequate repre- 
sentation at the conference. Its 
members were especially irked 
when Communist radio broadcasts 
in Moscow, Peiping and Pyong- 
yang broke the first real news of 
the conference, reporting in de- 
tail on the Communist: proposals 
for a cease-fire and their rejec- 
tion by the U.N. 

The five photographers de- 
parted fof Kaesong an hour after 
the U.N. negotiators left by heli- 
copter for the second day’s ses- 
sion. Maj. Gen.’ Frank A. Allen, 
chief public information officer 
at this base, said he could not 
guarantee the photographers’ 
safety but gave his permission to 
their trip.

If the cease-fire in Korea has 
no significance in the Soviet long- 
range plan of conquest, then it 
should have no influence in our 
long-range plans for defense. We 
did not undertake the tremendous 
effort of rearmament on account 
of Korea, but because the aggres- 
sion there awakened us to the 
truth that the Soviet was, willing 
to engage in war to achieve domi- 
nation. That truth will not be 
changed by a cease-fire and 
neither should our defense effort 
be reduced. 

Congress is already in a state 
of suspended animation with both 
hands reaching for the axe to 
hack at defense and foreign mili- 
tary assistance appropriations.

Mr. Elliott on a Law 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘ I have read your editorial, “A Con- 
trast in Judges,” and noted the inter- 
est shown in the administration of the 
‘Hlinois Post-Conviction Remedy Aet. 
I am completely in accord with the 
analysis of the purpose of the act. 

One of the problems which con- 
‘fronted me when I became Attorney 
General in 1949 was the determination 
of a course of action, in keeping with 
‘my duty as legal representative of the 
people of Illinois, but mindful of the 
constitutional rights of the accused, in 
connection with the handling of court 
proceedings of various types being pur- 
sued by prisoners who alleged their 
convictions were obtained through vi- 
oletion of constitutional rights. 

In my consideration of this prob- 

lem, I sought the advice and assistance 
of several persons I deemed highly 
competent, including Walter V. Schae- 
fer (who since has become a Justice 
of the Illinois Supreme Court) and 
Wilber Katz, former dean of the Uni- 
‘versity of Chicago Law School. 
' While I do not claim credit in the 
authorship of the IJlinois Post-Convic- 
tion Remedy Act, enacted in 1949, I 
did successfully defend. its constitu- 
tionality before the Illinois Supreme 
Court. I believe the act has served to 
afford a more simplified procedure un- 
der which the original trial court may 
“hear and determine, and the Supreme 
Court review, the cases of prisoners 
who assert invalidity of conviction, due 
to deprivation of basic constitutional 
guarantees. 

Like most legislation in new fields, 
the statute did and will, probably for 
some time, present problems of con- 
struction to be settled only by the 
‘Supreme Court. 

Many prisoners, of course, seized 
upon the new remedy as a vehicle for 
the assertion of claims completely un- 
justified and fanciful. Although the 
act does increase the work of trial 
-courts and State’s Attorneys, it con- 
stitutes an improvement in _ Illinois 
criminal jurisprudence. 

Once the original reaction which 
sometimes is displayed toward some- 
-thing new has subsided, I believe it 
will be recognized that the act reme- 
died a deficiency which was the sub- 
ject of justifiable criticism.

Many of them are living—although that does 
not seem to be quite the right word—in the 
hundreds of make-shift refugee camps in the 
extreme south of Korea, most of them around 
Pusan. There they get one won (less than a 
penny) and 1300 calories of rice (500 less than 
the required minimum) a day. A few find jobs 
on the docks, but most of them just sit and 
wait. Their shelter consists largely of huts 
improvised with junk and debris. 

Others are still trudging the highways, mak- 
ing their way back to scorched farms or blasted 
city homes. In all, there may be as many as 
7,000,000 of these refugees. Nobody pretends to 
have made anything like an accurate count. Of 
these people Gen. Ridgway said: “Everything 
else is dwarfed by the pathos of this tragedy.” 

Relief, however, is still on a day-to-day, catch- 
as-catch-can basis. Most of the help comes from 
the United Nations Command. The ECA, under 
Allen Lorenz of Columbia, Mo., supplied about 
$50,000,000 to sustain the South Korean econ- 
omy, but he rehabilitated factories only to see 
them destroyed by a shift in the fighting. And 
now ECA is out of the picture. 

Donations, running to about $20,000,000, have 
come from various U.N. members. The Philip- 
pines and Thailand have sent rice. Denmark has 
sent sugar; England salt; New Zealand soap, 
and so on. An inoculation program has been 
started, but it has reached less than half of the 
refugees. And the United Nations Korea Re- 
construction Agency has not yet taken over. 

This is the agency designated to spend $250,- 
000,000 for Korean reconstruction. Virtually all 
of the money has been pledged, the United 
States promising the largest share. But the sum 
will not go far in the face of the South Korean 
Government’s estimate of $4,450,000,000 in dam- 
ages and reconstruction costs probably running 
as high as $8,000,000,000. Some Americans have 
made much lower estimates, but even these are 
higher than the U.N. reconstruction fund.

No doubt, the money gap will be closed, at 

least in part through the efforts of the South 


* Koreans themselves. Shelter and food eventually 


will be brought back to normal standards. But 
this will not end the rehabilitation. There must 
be a political reconstruction, too. 

So the question arises of whether a discredit- 
ed President Syngman Rhee can be allowed to 
take over once more in Korea. Neither the 
U.N. nor the United States can command any 
nation how to manage its affairs, but the sacri- 
fices of the battlefield have given both a vital 
interest in Korean affairs. 

How that is to be maintained, however, can 
be decided over the long run. Relief and re- 
construction are pressing. Without them, broad- 
er opportunity is almost sure to be lost.

In view of the fact that the only immediate 
market for Iran oil is the Western world, Iran 
serves both its own interest and the general 
interest by accepting Mr. Harriman’s mediation 
and making a genuine effort to come to terms 
with the British: The acceptance is apparently 
now a fact, and it must be hoped that the nego- 
tiations will be genuine. 

For all practical purposes, the dispute over 
nationalization has ended; Iran ‘has established 
its title to its own oil resources. But Iran needs 
British help in operating the industry and mar- 
keting its output. Its officials have waved the 
flag long enough; they should now get down to 
the realistic business of negotiating the terms 
of a working partnership for continued opera- 
tion of a vital industry. 

The British have improved the atmosphere 


for negotiation by dropping their threat to with- _ 


draw technicians from Iran at once. This means 
that the industry can continue operating, if on a 
reduced scale, while negotiations go forward. Yet 
the time is short. Urgent efforts are needed to 
prevent a total shutdown which could bring 
political chaos to Iran and with it the peril of 
a Communist coup. 

It is perhaps no favor to Mr. Harriman to 
present him with one of the knottiest problems 
in the world today, but we hope that both 
Britain and Iran will at least give him a fair 
chance to solve it. 
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Who Has the Best Jet Engine? 


Two men, both of whom certainly know 
whereof they speak; report that the Russian 
MIG jet fighter has a better engine than has 
our best jet fighter now in Korea. Secretary of 
the Air Force Finletter made the statement in 
Washington. Gen. Vandenberg, Air Force chief 
of staff, said the same thing in London. Van- 
denberg added that this indicates that Russia 
has overcome her former “dearth of technical 
competence” and may even be mass-producing 
the MIGs. . 

This should discount some of the stories about 
Soviet Russia being so backward, industrially 
and technically. that she could offer no compe- 
tition to us. It is well to recall that before 
World War II it was’ generally believed 
that the Japanese fighter planes were mere 
baling wire and bamboo contraptions and that 
the German U-boats were simply World War I 
models. 

Both gave us a hard fight before our vaunted 
technology caught up with them. With things 
as they now stand, it would be dangerous to 
let Russia think the United States had fallen 
much behind in the ability to produce the 
weapons of warfare. 
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For Whom Does the G.O.P. Speak? 


In our Mirror of Public Opinion we reprint 
today a statement from Business Week which 
we regard as particularly noteworthy. Certainly, 
Business Week is no wild-eyed, radical publi- 
cation. Indeed, it could not be called pro-Tru- 
man Administration. It does not even make a 
practice of being friendly to extensive Govern- 
ment régulation and controls. 

Yet here is Business Week, in a considered 
description of the present perilous economic 
situation, calling for powers for Defense Mo- 
bilizer -Wilson to control prices, credit and 
Wages as a means of checking inflation before 
it does still more serious damage. | 

This makes it clear that all who presume to 
speak for business are not its spokesmen at all. 
For example, the Republican leadership in the 
House is fighting tooth and nail against an 
effective controls bill.

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Subsidies Out of Hiding 

One of the most unjust loads saddled on the 
Post Office Department consists of air mail 
subsidies. The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
now agreed to separate the subsidies from pay- 
ments for actual hauling of mail. This will 
reveal the hidden charges. 

The Post Office cannot even set the air mail 
rates which provide the subsidization. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board does that. And it is supposed 
to set the rates high enough to encourage com- 
mercial aviation. |

three months. 

Is the danger real- 
ly past? It looks that 
way on the current 
business indicators. 
Business Week's 
**Figures of the 
Week” show all three 
daily commodity 
price indexes lower 
than a month ago. 
And they were trend- 
ing that way for sev- 
weeks before 
Malik’s speech sug- 
gesting a Korean truce upset the markets. 

Price wars have been the big news in 
retail trade. Crop reports indicate huge 
harvests and lower farm prices this fall. 


But the longer-run outlook is not 
nearly so tranquil as these current figures 
indicate. The economy still contains strong 
inflatiohary pressures. Unless these are 
dealt with, prices will go higher—despite 
any temporary drop caused by the spring 
business lull or the latest “peace scare.” 

Here are some of the forces that exert 
a basic upward pressure on the American 
price level: ' 


(1) Consumer income is increasing fast- 
er than the output of goods and services. 
In recent months this fact has been con- 
cealed by the presence of large inventories 
of summer goods. But these stocks will 
eventually be drawn down. 


Income Up 20 Billions 


Meanwhile, income is increasing at an 
annual rate of about 20 billion dollars; 
and output of consumer goods is slated to 
decline over the next year. This “infla- 
tionary gap” will be reduced if the defense 
program tapers off. But it will not dis- 
appear unless the program collapses. 

(2) Many industrial prices still do not 
reflect cost increases since the Korean 
war started. And costs are still rising. 

In‘ particular, industrial‘ wages are go- 
ing up faster than output per manhour. 


Charles E, Wilson 


Increases of 10 per cent—or even 5 per 
cent—per year are well above the average 
increase in productivity. For a time, these 
cost increases can be absorbed. But not 
indefinitely. 


(3) The rest of the world is having a 
bigger inflation than we are. Eventually 
this must show up in the prices of things 
we buy from abroad. For example, copper 
~—which sells for 24.5 cents a pound here 
—has sold as high as 40 cents in Europe. 
And Europe’s defense effort has only 
started. 


Consumer Restraint Needed 


There is no way to tell now whether 
these pressures will force another violent 
upswing in United States prices. Restraint 
on the part of consumers may slow down 
the advance. A sudden reduction in the 
aSms program could swing the balance 
toward deflation of many prices for a 
while. 

But this much is clear: Inflation is still 
a menace for which we must be prepared 
—prepared with adequate taxes and ade- 
quate powers for controlling credit, wages 
and prices. 

The reasons are deep-seated. Emergency 
controls have been devised to deal with 
the mobilization emergency. But the in- 
flation problem is one of longer standing. 

Since the end of World War II, we 
have had an almost continuous rise in the 
price level. And the basic presures—heavy 
government spending, private and public 
credit expansion, and rising industrial 
costs—are likely to be present, in some 
degree, during most of the year. ahead. 


Higher Taxes Called For 


We still think Congress should act, and 
act quickly, to give Wilson the powers 
he needs to fight a possible new wave of 
inflation. That includes wage, price and 
credit controls for another full year. 
Higher withholding taxes should be yoted 
immediately as a restraint on consumer 
spending. | 

But the battle against inflation will not 
be won even when these emergency steps 
are taken. There will still be the long-term 
problems—how to hold down the federal 


_ deficit and how to match higher wages 


with higher productivity. 

The answer to both is: more efficiency 
in industry and more efficiency in gov- 
ernment. Otherwise inflation will be a 
constant menace.

FARM PIE SUPPORT 
CALLED UNNECESSARY 


Economic Workshop Speaker 
Assails Program in Time 
of Full Employment. 


Government support of farm 
prices was criticized sharply as 
unnecessary in time of full em- 
ployment and inadequate to solve 
the problems of American farm- 
ers in an address here yesterday 
by Gale Johnson, associate pro- 
fessor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. , 


“The years ahead afford us an 
opportunity to achieve solutions 
to agricultural problems, but we 
do not have the policies and pro- 
grams to do it at present,” John- 
son declared. He spoke at an 
evening session of the Economic 
Education Workshop, special 
summer school program at Wash- 
ington University. : 

“Under present full employ- 
ment conditions the commercial 
farmer does not need government 
aid through artificially supported 
farm prices. Farm income should 
not be increased by restricting 
production, destroying products 
or holding them off the market 
‘as we have done in the past,” 
Johnson said. 

He recommended direct pay- 
ments to farmers in depression 
times, but said that in the long 
run “the best guarantee of well- 
being for farmers is a high level 
of income and employment; a

“A nation-wide crime syndicate 
does exist in. the United States of 
America,” Kefauver wrote, “de- 
spite the protestations of a strange- 
ly assorted company of criminals, 
self-serving politicians, plain blind 
fools and others who may be hon- 
estly misguided, that there is no 
such combine. 

“Behind the local mobs which 
make up the organization known 
as the Mafia, so fantastic that 
most Americans find it hard to 
believe it really exists. 

“Although dishonest politicians 
and office-holders are a small 
minority compared with the hun- 
dreds of thousands of devoted, 
honest public servants, political 
corruption in the United States 
seems to have sunk to a new low.” 

Kefauver restated his belief that 
law enforcement is primarily a 
local responsibility, and said the 
committee found corrupt or pas- 
sive local officials “everywhere.” 
He added, however, that “much of 
the responsibilty for what is going 
on rests squarely upon federal en- 
forcement agencies”—like the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, the Immi- 
gration Service and_ similar

A consensus of writers at the 
ringside scored nine rounds for 
Randy, four for Robinson and 
two even.

Turpin, youngest of three fight- 
ing brothers, became the first 
British-born world middleweight 
champion since Bobs Fitzsimmons 
gave up the crown in 1894 to 
fight heavier men. 

Randy shapes up like a fighting 
champion, for he surprised Rob- 
inson and the fans by taking com- 
mand in the first round with solid 
left jabs to Sugar Ray’s face, and 
with such brute force in the 
clinches that the New Yorker’s 
body-attack was muffled most of 
the time.

eight feet three inches long. The 
standard rod of this style was 
made of three pieces; the butt of 
white ash, and the’ two other joints 
of lancewood. It was used for bass 
fishing and live minnows and 
small frogs were the only baits 
used at that time. 

The earliest reel was a single 
action, wooden spool, a clumsy 
affair which was used only for 
lengthening and’ shortening the 
line and was referred to by the 
early writers as a “wheel.” It 
was strictly English and the mul- 
tiplying reel was later created 
by American ingenuity. A Ken- 
tucky watchmaker, George Sny- 
der, constructed the first multi- 
plying reel. It was equipped with 
machine-cut gears and jeweled 
bearings and was proclaimed by 
ardent anglers as the acme of 
perfection. 

Kentucky, Home of Reels. 

Most all the finer, hand-made 
reels were made in Kentucky and 
were known for years as Ken- 
tucky reels. 

In 1843, J. W. Hardman of 
Louisville, Ky., improved the 
Snyder reel by a four-to-one gear- 
ing ratio, making the first 
quadrup le multiplier. Screws 
were used in the cross bars which 
were attached to the head and 
tail plate and permitted taking 
the reel apart for cleaning or 
repairs. 

Before the level winding reel 
was perfected, an _ attachment 
known as the automatic spooler 
was used. It was an awkward 
appearing device which was at- 
tached to a reel to make it wind 
the line evenly from end to end of 
the spool without attention from 
the angler. It consisted of a pul- 
ley, over which was an arch as a 
Tine guide, traveling back and 
forth on a spindle having a right 
and left thread. The pulley trav- 
e¢led to one end of the spool, auto- 

ically slipped into the other 
thread and then traveled back 
again, laying the line evenly on 
the spool. 

~The level-winding reel was later 
perfected by a Milwaukee (Wis.) 
firm and the screw shaft, for level 
winding, developed at that time 
is’ exactly the same design as 

ose we have today. The prin- 
uple of the level-winding device 
has never been improved upon to 
any extent since its inception. 

Experienced bait castePs frowned 
on these new-fangled innovations 
and denounced them, They were 
. experts in thumbing the reel and 
were so accustomed to spooling 
the line that they could do it 
without giving it a thought. For 
years afterward it was not uncom- 
mon to see a fisherman, who had 
spent years thumbing his line, still 
unconsciously following the level- 
winding mechanisn? backward and 
forward with his thumb as the 
line was retrieved! 

Fancy Names for Baits. 

- Artificial baits rapidly followed 
the improved reels and the split 
bamboo rods. The names of the 
baits in those days were just as 
fancy and imaginative as those of 
today. They were also as varied 
in composition. , The Little Won- 
der, the Champion, the Coaxer, 
and the Wagtail Witch were a few 
of the names given to early arti- 
ficial favorites, and there was one 
known as the Booster bait which 
was on the border between artifi- 
cial and natural baits. It was 
made of red, white and yellow 
cloth and filled with a substance 
“said to attract fish by its taste or 
odor when wet.”

Graziano received his end of 
the purse, which also amounted 
to $2380, for his part in the brief 
encounter. 

He said testimony of the fight- 
ers, Kessler and the two judges 
was recorded and would be heard 
by the other two commission 
members—Charles P. Orchard of 
St. Louis, chairman, and P. J. 
Wightman of Bethany. 

Hudson claimed the blow that 
felled him was a potent punch. 
~“T was hit and I was hurt,”

Graziano said he had tagged

LONDON, July 11—Because 
the United States and other 
countries can’t agree on how 
much everybody should pay, 
western Europe's defenses are 


still hamstrung by a lack of air- 
dromes that can 
fighters. _ ~ 

Jet fighters require runways 
8000 feet long compared to the 
5000 feet of the old-fashioned 
bomber strip. 
Plans for western Europe's 
defense “in depth” call for a vast 
system of super-runways in 
France, Belgium, Holland and 
western Germany. This involves 
the extension of many existing 
runways and the creation of some 
new airdromes. 
Scores of such runways should 
have been built in France alone 
by the end of 1951. 
Half of Goal Realized. 


In point of face France is now 

expected to have a total of 12 
ready by Aug. 15—less than half 
of what was expected. How many 
will be ready by Dec. 31 will de- 
pend on lots of things. 
The failure to date is due largely 
to reluctance on France’s part 
to pay the entire bill for air- 
dromes which are for the use of 
American, British and other 
NATO countries. 

The North Atlantic Council of 
Deputies has been arguing near 
three months about how much the 
United States and other NATO 
countries should chip in. It is one 
critical angle of the larger prob- 
lem of how all NATO and SHAPE 
expenses should be shared. 

The French appear to want Un- 
cle Sam to pay 50 per cent of the 
bill, with minor contributions 
from other countries. 


US. Willing to Pay 25 Pct. 
The United States is willing to 
make a healthy contribution but 
feels that in view of its large con- 
tributions of. arms and machine 
tools to other NATO countries in 
connection with the military aid 
program it should pay something 
less than 25 per cent of the cost. 
At the present moment discus- 
sion of this vitally urgent prob- 
lem is on a level worthy of the 
Paris flea market. 

While the haggling match con- 
tinues France has made available 
funds from its armaments’ budget 
on a “provisional basis” so that 
some airdrome construction is ac- 
tually going on. 
With the elections out of the 
way the French government is 
also showing a little more spunk 
about condemning Iand needed 
for the new runways. The French 
Communist part has made hay 
among the peasantry by encour- 
aging their naturally bitter re- 
sentment against “confiscation” 
of their land. 
It is reported that new strips 
are ready or nearly ready at a 
number of places including Metz, 
Strasbourg, Luxeuil in the Vosges 
mountains, Coulombiers 40 miles 
east of Paris and Chateauroux 
100 miles southwest of Paris. 
Military Secret. 
While progress is regarded as 
a military secret by. the Public 
Relations Department of Shape 
and by the French Ministry of 
Defense, it is carefully chronicled 
by the Communist humanite. 
The delay in airdrome construc- 
tion in metropolitan France has 
not affected work in Morocco. 
Here the United States already 
has created two modernized oper- 
ational bases at Rabat and Casa- 
blanca and is reported to be 
planning a third. These airdromes 


i have been prepared by the United 


States at its own expense, with- 
out any argument. 

Similarly there has been no 
trouble about American bomber 
bases in England. These are de- 
veloped as a joint Anglo-Ameri- 
can operation, outside the NATO 
structure, and the expenses are 
split. The United States now has 
the uSe of eight bases in England. 
The time has certainly come for 
the NATO Council of Deputies to 
find a workable formula for the 
splitting of expenses.

HE creeping poison of dope 

addiction is spreading. It 

flourishes .most widely in 
the crowded, congested areas of 
big cities but it is reaching into 
smaller places, too. It spreads 
because it is carried, like a pesti- 
lence, by those who have become 
its victims, or by those who stand 
to make a profit from it. 


Some of these “carriers” are 
to be found in the “hep cat” set. 

Some hang around the fringes 
of the “jive crowd.” 

They're “sharp.” They're never 
“chicken.” They say, “Spook 
that, Mac,” instead of “Look at 
that.” They consider themselves 
sophisticated, wise, old beyond 
their years. 

Every community has its share 
of them. They like to copy their 
big-city brothers and sisters, even 
if it means taking “hay rides,” 
as they call going on marijuana 
binges. They want to be “hep.” 

Big-city dope “pushers,” look- 
ing for new markets, have dis- 
covered the small-town “hep 
crowd.” “Pushers” are working 
on its members. They're supply- 
ing the “hep kids” with “sticks,” 
“weeds,” “hay,” “tea,” “guage,” 
“reefers,” “muggles” and “boom,” 
which are a few of the names 
used by the “jive set” for mari- 
juana rolled into cigarettes. 


No matter what has been writ- 
ten about it in the past, mari- 
juana is now generally recognized 
as a sinister and dangerous drug. 
It is so considered by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Narcotics, the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and by eminent toxicolo- 
gists and medical authorities 
throughout the country. 

It is as a “breeder” of a more 
deadly form of narcotic addiction 
that marijuana is singled out by 
James C. Ryan, Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics supervisor of the 
New York-Northern New Jersey 
district. 

“Smoking marijuana leads al- 
most inevitably to the use of 
other narcotic drugs,” Supervisor 
Ryan asserts. ° 

Case after case of youthful drug 
addiction has been traced to ear- 
ly marijuana smoking. Drug 
“pushers” employ marijuana to 
encourage young people to try 
something “with more kick in it.” 

It’s a sad repetition of the old 
era of national prohibition, Super- 
visor Ryan believes. Those were 
the days when every small town

had its local bootlegger, who sup- 
plied .thrill-seeking high school 
kids (and their elders) with bath- 
tub gin and burnt-sugar-and-alky 
whisky. 

Often the bootlegger operated 
a barber shop, or a soft drink and 
confectionery stand, or a road- 
house on the outskirts. But chief- 
ly he was a criminal dealer in 
illicit spirits. For a price he 
would sell anyone a bottle of 
high-powered liquor. 

modern small-town coun- 
“terpart works as a “pusher” for 
the narcotic traffic, which keeps 
him supplied with marijuana ciga- 
rettes. 

First he hafids them out free 
to kids who want a “thrill.” Then 
he sells them to the ones who 
come back for more. Across the 
nation, teen-agers are “throwing” 
weekend “joy-parties.” They start 
by drinking cheap wine. Then 
someone introduces “reefers,” or 
“tea,” which a “pusher” has given 
him “on trial.” The kids smoke 
them. They get the “big kick,” 
bigger than the one wine afford- 
ed them. Then the “joy parties” 
become orgies. 

Supervisor Ryan declared, 
“Many marijuana smokers I have 
questioned have admitted having 
engaged in various forms of sex- 
ual perversion.”

secret “joy clubs.” In various 
parts of the country, especially in 
the Southwest, “joy clubbers” are 
soaking “reefers” in cheap wine 
and roasting them in an oven.

Commissioner of Narcotics Harry 
J. Anslinger stated, “It has been 
suggested that an organized edu- 
cational program be started in 
schools, churches and homes, by 

radio and press. 

“It has been our observation. 
that direct propaganda on drugs, 
particularly to youth, is likely 
to be dangerous, because it ‘ad- 
vertises’ the use of drugs and 
stimulates curiosity as to their 
effects. Most young persons who 
have become addicted have ac- 
quired this evil habit not because 
of ignorance of consequences, but 
because they had learned too 
much about the effects of drugs. 


“Authorities on drug control 
maintain that direct propaganda 
should be used in the Far East, 
where addiction is rampant, and 
that in countries like the ‘United 
States it is dangerous, because 
instead of diverting young peo- 
ple from addiction it tends to 
awaken interest and undue curi- 
osity and thus defeats its own 
object.” 

Supervisor Ryan’ brands such 
educational campaigns “negative 
teaching.” He believes they can- 
not be conducted without men- 
tion of the “initial pleasures” of 
using dope. He condemns nar- 
cotic “education.” 

Instead of it, and before the 
heroin problem becomes acute in 
small towns and cities, he urges 
enlightened narcotics law enforce- 
ment at the. local level. 

He calls attention to the fact 
that the Federal Bureau of Nar- 
cotics stands ready to train local 
enforcement officers for any com- 
munity asking for such assist- 
ance.

To find Gilbert Green, one 
might well search that vast field 
of anonymity where the John 
Does live and work—the ship- 
ping clerks, the drillpress opera- 
tors. For any such job that does 
not require a long-standing skill, 
the dark-eyed, dark-haired Green, 
drawing on his sporadic past ex- 
perience, would be qualified.

Ripe Melon 
ls a Favorite 


For Summer

Y favorite summer perfume 

is that of a just ripe melon. 

In the spring, it’s pineapple, 
but then come cantaloupes, then 
honeydews and casabas. Begin- 
ning early and lasting through 
the months are watermelons, of 
course, but these do not flaunt 
their perfumes until they are cut 
and then, but delicately. 


The choice of melons is not 
always too easy. A fruit dealer 
is generally more expert in re- 
gard to this than you are. Cbdlor 
and scent rather than the punch 
test are used by him and he does 
not look with favor upon custom- 
ers who are likely to bruise his 
melons with too strenuous 
punches. As one of the push cart 
men remarked, “If you must 
punch, puncha da coconut.” 


We all like our melons chilled 
but sometimes they distribute 
their flavor throughout the re- 
frigerator. If you are lucky 
enough to have any foil left or 
can buy some, wrap the melon 
tightly in the foil before putting 
it in the refrigerator. Part of a 
watermelon can be chilled at one 
time, the other half covered with 
waxed paper or foil to prevent 
drying out. If you are planning 
to use the fruit in salad or cup, 
it can: be prepared, placed in a 
jar with a little sugar syrup or 
fruit juice and tightly covered be- 
fore it is put in the refrigerator 
for chilling. 


For a warm weather supper or 
luncheon, nothing is more re- 
freshing than a fruit plate with 
perhaps several types of melon 
as well as other fruits accom- 


panied by a bowl of cottage 
cheese or a molded cream cheesé 
salad. A slice or two of cold ham 


is an addition to a fruit plate - 


when melons are featured. The 
flavor and the. texture contrast 
so well.
